3. The early and colorful lead mining days of America in 
the Dubuque area, under the four flags of Spain, I*rance, 
England and the United States. 


With the foregoing basis of facts, each day and night throughout Cen- 
tennial Weck, historic Dubuque will echo once more to the strains of martial 
music, witness pageantry depictng the life of Julien Dubuque and the pro- 
eress of lowa’s first municipality. It will also thrill to a mammoth home- 
coming event and modern entertainment and gaiety of every description. 


May we of today, with this brief reference to such a glorious past, re- 
ceive our great heritage humbly and with reverence. May we carry on as 
bravely and patriotically as did our forebears before us—those early lead 
miners of Dubuque!

SOME OF THE “FIRST THINGS” IN HISTORIC 
DUBUQUE AND IOWA

Dubuque, the 1933 convention city, will 
show to the visiting Legionaires during 
the convention days, from August 6 to 
August 9, some of the most hallowed 
and interesting spots in all the early 
history of lowa. Dubuque certainly does 
not wish to seem forward in her claims, 
but as’ she this year is celebrating the 
centennial of the founding of the modern 
settlement of the city, she takes this 
opportunity of pointing out to the pub- 
lic in general and to the Legionaires in 
particular, her unique and historic posi- 
tion in the annals of the Hawkeye state. 

French soldiers and explorers built a 
fort in the vicinity of Dubuque in 1690, 
and commenced the first white activities 
on lowa soil by mining for lead. 

The first application for a land grant 
in lowa was made for a square mile of 
soil at Dubuque, and it was asked of the 
Spanish government at St. Louis, in 1769. 

The tirst children of a white father 
born in lowa was born at Dubuque in 
the 1760’s and 1770’s. Their father was 
Jean Marie Cardinal, famous explorer, 
trader and trapper, who later lost his 
life while fighting the British and In- 
dians during the Revolutionary war. 

The first Spanish land grant that was 
acted upon in Iowa was that to Julien 
Dubuque, in 1796. He named his settle- 
ment the “Mines of Spain.” 

The first marriage between white peo- 
ple in the lowa area took place on an 
island in front of Dubuque, in January 
of 1824. A young couple from the Galena 
(llinois) district, William Hynes and 
Maria Rutherford by name, had _ been 
seeking a magistrate to bind them legal- 
ly in wedlock. A. P. Van Metre, a trader 
doing business with the Dubuque Foxes, 
and who had a Fox maiden as his wife, 
had shortly before received his commis- 
sion as justice of the peace from Gov- 
ernor Cass, of the Michigan Territory, 
and he performed the ceremony. 

On June 17, 1830, the Miners’ Constitu- 
tion, the first set of laws written by 
white men in Iowa, was drawn up and 
promulgated at the Dubuque Mines. 

On June 1, 18338, occurred the first 
legal entrance of white men into the 
Black Hawk Purchase, and the fiercest 
rush for the new land claims was at 
the Dubuque Mines. 

The first school house to be built in 
the new Black Hawk Purchase was at 
Dubuque, in November, 1833. 

The first Christian congregation to be 


formed in lowa was established by a 
Jesuit missionary in Dubuque, in July 
of 1833. 

The first Methodist meeting house to 
be built in Iowa was that erected through 
the donations of all sects in Dubuque 
in 1834. 

The first Catholic church in Iowa was 
built in Dubuque, in 1835. 

The first two-story frame houses to 
make their appearance in lowa were 
erected in Dubuque, about this same 
time, 

On May 20, 1834, occurred the first 
trial for murder in Iowa. As this part 
of the country was not under any ter- 
ritorial or state government at that time, 
and no judicial officials could be found, 
the settlers at a public meeting appoint- 
ed a judge and jury from their own 
members. 

On June 20, 1834, the first hanging took 
place in lowa, as a result of the above 
trial. The victim was Patrick O’Connor, 
a miner, who had murdered his partner, 
George O’Keaf, in cold blood. 

The first newspapers published in Iowa 
~—in fact, the first newspapers north of 
St. Louis and west of the Mississippi— 
were those published in Dubuque. The 
Dubuque Visitor was started on May 11, 
1836, and a year later, in May of 18387, 
it Was succeeded by The Iowa. News. 

Now that beer has come back into 
lowa, it will naturally be of great in- 
terest to the Legionaires to learn that 
the first brewery to be opened up in 
Iowa was the one erected in Dubuque 
in 1842. 

The oldest house still standing today 
in the entire state of Iowa is the old 
Neuman log cabin that rests in Eagle 
Point park, at the north end of the city 
of Dubuque. When the first settlers 
rushed in to build the modern city of 
Dubuque, in 18383, they found this log 
cabin, and its appearance indicated that 
it had been built many years before. 
One well supported tradition indicates 
that it had been built by Julien Dubuque 
and his French-Canadians before 1810. 
The city of Dubuque some years ago 
tenderly and carefully removed it from 
its old site in the downtown district, and 
Legionaires who visit this. antique and 
unique cabin this summer will find it 
situated on one of the most beautiful 
and sublime spots above the Father of 
Waters in all the northwest.

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PRIZE-WINNING ESSAY

The name of Dubuque is, of course, 
familiar to all the lips of Dubuquers and 
those in the vicinity of Dubuque, yet 
how little after all is known of its found- 
er, Julien Dubuque, or of the early his- 
tory of the land in which we live. Julien 
Dubuque, that gallant French adventurer 
who sailed up the Father of Waters and 
founded our beloved Dubuque, deserves 
the admiration of all, on the centenary 
of the founding of our city. 

Julien Dubuque, the son of Romain 
Dubuque and Marie Maillor, both French, 
was born at St. Pierre-les-Becquets, Nico- 
let county, in the District of Trois Riv- 
jiereres, Canada, on the banks of the 
St. Lawrence, January 10, 1762. He was 
the youngest of thirteen children, the 
other twelve being equally divided into 
six boys and six girls. As a boy it is 
said he delighted in hearing about the 
adventures of the fur traders among the 
Indians in the west. 

So at the age of twenty-one (in 1783) 
this adventurous Canadian youth depart- 
ed from his home and loved ones for the 
west, the land of thrills and glorious 
romances. Some of the youthful Du- 
buque’s relatives were residing in the 
Mississippi valley at this time. Their 
narrations of life in the west no doubt 
lured him on. 

Julien Dubuque’s first stop on his way 
to the west was at the village of Prairie 
du Chien on the Mississippi river. Du- 
buque soon began trading with the In- 
dians and from the Fox braves he learned 
about the rich mines of lead ore near 
the village of Kettle Chief on Catfish 
creek. 

Dubuque was both wise and crafty. 
From the very first he displayed genius 
for gaining the respect and admiration 
of the Indians and for winning their first 
friendship. On September 22, 1788, Du- 
buque persuaded the Fox chiefs and 
braves to give him the sole right to 
work the mines. Ags soon as the agree- 
ment was signed, Dubuque with ten 
French Canadian companions sailed the 
broad bosom of the sparkling Father of 
Waters until he found the ideal spot— 
the spot of his dreams—where he would 
establish a village—a mining center. 
High above the rugged-scarred cliffs part- 
ly concealed by the great thick trees he 
would build his city. It would overlook 
the river he had learned to love so 
much Here he built a log cabin near 
Kettle Chief’s village. He and his com- 
panions cleared away several acres for 


a farm, built fences, and planted corn. 

Dubuque built a mill to be run by horse- 

power and erected a furnace to smelt 

the lead ore into bars for the market. 
“Mines of Spain” 

Thinking that he should make his 
claim to the land more secure, Dubuque 
in 1796 very humbly asked the Spanish 
governor, Baron de Carondelet, to give 
him title to this tract of land. Dubuque 
said he had named the property the 
“Mines of Spain” in honor of the govern- 
ment to which it belonged. After Gov- 
ernor Carondelet granted his request Du- 
buque redoubled his efforts to make this 
a mining center, to satisfy his ambitions. 
He used his white companions as over- 
seers of the farms, and smelters, and as 
boatsmen. The hand work of mining 
was done by Indian women and old men 
of the tribe. Twice a year Dubuque 
loaded the bars of lead and packs of 
fur on barges and set down the river 
for St. Louis. His arrival was an event 
of importance for all the St. Louis mer- 
chants, for all knew of the great trader 
in the Iowa country. A man (Mr. Soul- 
ard of St. Louis) who knew him at this 
time, described him as a “man _ below 
the usual stature, of black hair and eyes, 
wiry and well built, capable of great en- 
durance, and remarkably courteous and 
polite with all the suavity and grace of 
the typical Frenchman. To the ladies 
he was always the essence of politeness.” 

But despite his popularity, his large 
trade in furs and lead, Dubuque was not 
a good business man. Before his death 
he had to give Choteau nearly half of 
his beloved land in part payment of his 
debt to him. 

On Mareh 24, 1810, Julien Dubuque 
passed away. An early tradition that 
his death resulted from pneumonia 
seems possible in view of the fact of 
his previous severe winter illnesses. 
Legend has depicted the sorrowful In- 
dian procession winding itS way to the 
top of the rugged cliff that overlooked 
the Mississippi he loved so well, and 
has described the mournful chants and 
the eloquent elogies of braves and chiefs 
as they interred him there with all the 
splendor and solemnity of their rites. 
Some time later the faithful Indians built 
a stone wall over his grave. At one end 
they erected a large cedar post on which 
they inscribed the words in French, 
“Julien Dubuque, miner of the Mines of 
Spain, died March 24, 1810, age forty: 
five years and six months.” 
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BEST MEMORIAL DESIGN FOR 
FUTURE CONSIDERATION 
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This is the prize-winning Julien Dubuque memorial design, 
submitted by Irma Frey, a pupil at the Immaculate Conception 
Academy. She was awarded a gold medal. 

Other more elaborate designs were submitted by others who par- 
ticipated in the contest, the committee of judges reported, but 
that of Miss Frey’s was considered the most appropriate and 
feasible. 
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THE INDIAN TRIBAL ARTS EXHIBIT 


Dubuque will be in the spotlight of artistic America from August 6 
to 12 when the Exposition of Indian ‘Tribal Arts is displayed here under 
the joint sponsorship of the Dubuque Art Association and the Centennial 
Commission. 


The exhibit will be a featured event of Dubuque’s own century of pro- 
gress exposition and will attract visitors and entertain homecomers and 
legionnaires. ‘The collection is especially suited to the Dubuque territory 
since it was only by agreement with the Indians that Julien Dubuque was 
able to settle here. 


The Exposition is a genuinely comprehensive survey of the Indian ‘Tri- 
bal arts and represents a vast expense incurred in collecting articles from 
all over the United States. The 615 articles to be displayed include carved 
bear teeth, silver jewelry, baskets, pottery, masques, toys, antiques, and 
modern color painting. A Greyhound van is required to convey the 17 cases 
of exhibit articles from New York to Dubuque. 


Forty paintings by Indian artists have been loaned by collectors, and 
in addition to these, 90 pictures of historic Dubuque by Kate K. Van Duzce, 
seerctary of the Dubuque Art Association, will be hung in the art row. 


Under chairman H. A. Kennison, the housing committee of the Art 
Association has secured a large building at 750 Main strect for the exhibit. 
The articles will be arranged by the technical staff of the Columbia Col- 
lege Museum and the exhibition will open on Sunday, August 6. 


Dubuque is singularly fortunate to have obtained the Exposition since 
it has before visited only such large cities as New York, Los Angeles, Mil- 
waukee, and Washington, D. C. It had its premiere at the Grand Central 
Art Galleries in New York where it required seven large exhibit rooms. It 
is endorsed as to authenticity and historical accuracy by statesmen, histor- 
ians, scholars, and students.

Historical Note:—On the 22nd of September, 1788, Julien Dubuque in a 
council with the Fox Indians at Prairie du Chien, was finally able to obtain 
a cession or lease of land of about fourtcen square miles on the Mississippi 
River for mining purposes at the present site of Dubuque. He immediately 
took possession of his claim, embracing all the lead bearing lands in that 
vicinity, commenced to mine and made a large and permanent white set- 
tlement with I'rench Canadian followers.

Times—1796 
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Historical Note:—In order to still further fortify his ownership, Dubuque 
on October 22, 1796, petitioned and received from Baron De Carondelet at 
New Orleans, representative of the Spanish Crown, the right of peaceful 
possession to work his claims. For this concession he very tactfully called 
his mines The Mines of Spain in honor of the government to whom the 
territory belonged. ‘The official grant set forth the boundaries as “about 
seven leagues along the Mississippi River, and three leagues in width from 
the river, including the river front between the Little Maquokta and Tete 
des Mertz Rivers.”

‘limes—1804 


Historical Note :—Aftter the revolution, the victorious American Colonies on 
September 3, 1783, acquired the land cast of the Mississippi while Spain 
continued to hold the vast territory west of the great river. As time passed 
however, England again began to plot to regain the lands of the middle 
west and secretly incited the Indians and [british traders to harrass and 
prey upon the settlers of other nationalities. ‘These acts of Great Britain 
finally culminated, a number of years later, in another conflict with America, 
the War of 1812. Dubuque has also jealous and powerful rivals among the 
traders about the Great Lakes and Mississippi Kiver who desire his down- 
fall. At one time, threats to dispossess him of his valuable Indian Mines, 
were made by the United States Government.

Historical Note:—To further complicate the security of the Mississippi 
valley, Spain ceded Louisiana to Franee in October, 1800, and Napoleon, a 
few years later, sold the domain to the United States in April, 1803. Pike’s 
visit to the Spanish Mines of Dubuque in 1805 was in the nature of an 
exploration trip to investigate British activity as well as to explore and 
chart the country for the American Government.

‘Time—1810 
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Historical Note :—Auguste Chouteau, one of the early well known merchant 
traders of St. Louis and friend and business associate of Dubuque, at the 
request of Dubuque, bought one-half of his Spanish Grant for the sum of 
$10,848.00. Chouteau generously insisted that Dubuque shall enjoy poss- 
ession during his life and writes it into the bill of sale. Years later after 
the whole mining area had been settled by pioneers under the Black |lawk 
Purchase ‘Treaty of 1833, the heirs of Choutcau endeavored, thru litigation 
at law, to secure validation of their old claim and dispossess all the early 
settlers. Congress finally in 1847 refused to recognize the Chouteau claim 
on the ground that both the Fox Indians and Governor de Carondelet of 
Spain gave Dubuque only permission to work the mines during his life and 
therefore the right to sell or transmit this right to heirs was not valid.
